The Membership of the Assoc‘ation. 

Tae remarkable increase in the membership of the 
British Medical Association, which has been so consistent 
a feature during the last few years, still continues. Since 
the Association’s new headquarters in Tavistock Square 
were opened by His Majesty the King in July, 1925, over 
1,500 new members have joined the Association. Taking 
into account the losses due to death and other causes, 
there has been a net increase in the Association’s member- 
ship since July of over 1,100. The total number of 
members is now 30,865. 


Association Prizes for Essays by Medical Students. 

The Council of the British Medical Association gave 
notice in June last that it was prepared to award prizes 
of £10 each for essays by final-year medical students on— 

“The disabilities that may be directly due to simple fracture 
(excluding separation of an epiphysis ie) of the femur, (%) of 
the tibia, (c) of the fibula, (d) of the tibia and fibula (simul- 
taneously injured); and the means to be adopted in the treatment 
of such cases in order to prevent or minimize these disabilities.” 
The essays have been examined by the following members 
of the Association: Professor John Fraser, M.C. (Edin- 
burgh), Professor G. E. Gask, C.M.G., D.S.0., F.R.C.S. 
(London), Mr. W. F. Haslam, F.R.C.S. (Birmingham), 
Mr. H. Souttar, C.B.E., F.R.C.S. (London). In 
accordance with the examiners’ awards prizes--a cheque for 
£10 in each case, except in respect of the Durham, Leeds, 
and Sheffield group of medical schools, where there was 
a tie, and there will be two prizes of £5 each—will in due 
course be given to the following:

Unemployment Insurance Act and Male Servant Lice~ce. 
Notwithstanding all that has beea written and said on 
the subject, there are, it appears, still some doctors who 
do not know that under the Unemployment Insurance Act 
they are obliged to pay contributions -in respect of 
chauffeurs the major part of whose duty is to drive them 


on their professional rounds. This Act has now been in 
force since 1920. At first there was some doubt as to the 
liability, but since Mr. Justice Roche gave his judgement 
on the status of a doctor’s chauffeur in 1922 there is no 
escape from it. 
chauffeur—namely, the 15s. male servant licence imposed 
by the Revenue Act. Although it would appear that the 
Government is “having it both ways,’’ seeing ‘that in 
the first case a chauffeur is regarded as essential to the 
doctor’s business, while in the second he is regarded 
as something akin to a luxury, the taxes are imposed for 
quite different purposes under separate enactments which 
have no relationship to one another. One raises a fund 
to provide payment for a chauffeur who, through no fault 
of his own, finds himself out of work, and the other raises 
money for the general revenue of the country. In these 
circumstances it seems unlikely that any effort to relieve 
medical practitioners of the manservant tax would prove 
successful, 


The Medical Secretary’s Visit to South Africa. 

On February 21st Dr. Cox left Bloemfontein for Maseru, 
the chief town of Basutoland, being accompanied by Dr. 
N. M. McFarlane (principal medical officer), who had 
travelled to meet him. Maseru was reached the next day, 
the journey being broken at Ladybrand in order to break- 
fast with Dr. and Mrs. H. A. V. Loots. At Maseru, where 
he was the guest of Dr. and Mrs. McFarlane, Dr. Cox met 
the chief officials of the Basutoland Service. On _ the 
evening of the 22nd a dinner was held, at which there 
were present the Secretary to the Governor and the Finan- 
cial Secretary, and all the local doctors, including severai 
from over the boundary. On February 23rd Dr, Cox pro- 
ceeded to Bethlehem, where he was met by Dr. C. P. 
Theron, mayor of the town and an old British Medical 
Association member. On the next day he was present at a 
well attended luncheon and meeting, many of those present 
having travelled from forty to sixty miles over difficult 
roads. From Bethlehem Dr. Cox went to Kroonstad, a 
busy agricultural centre, being entertained by Dr. C. H. 
Derksen. There he visited the local hospital, and was 
introduced to the Administrator of the Orange Free State 
(Mr. Grobler) and the chairman of the Hospital Board. 
After his return to Bloemfontein he was present at a 
mecting of the South African Committee, which lasted for 
twelve hours, with an interval during the evening for a 
dinner given by the local Branch in honour of the Com- 
mitiee. A proposal to strengthen the organization of the 
profession in South Africa was carried unanimously, and 
the terms of the resolution will be published later. It was 
also decided to present to the Association a gift for the 
new British Medical Association House in London. Dr. 
A. J. Orenstein, C.M.G., was unanimously elected presi- 
dent, to succeed Dr. D. Campbell Watt, who has found it 
impossible to continue his long service on the Committee, 
which has been greatly valued ; Mr. James Erlank, F.R.C.S., 
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of Johannesburg, was elected honorary medical secretary 
of the Committee, and Mr. T. Lindsay Sandes, O.B.E., 
F.R.C.S., of . town, vice-president. Those chiefly 
responsible for the Bloemfontein itinerary were the 
resident of the Branch, Mr. H. A. Bodkin, F.R.C.S., the 

norary secretary of the Branch, Dr. Alice Cox, and her 
husband, Dr. S. uM. de Kock, Dr. C. H. Bidwell, and Mr. 
P.N. Vellacott, O.B.E., F.R.C.S. 

It is gratifying to be able to report that at a successful 
and well attended meeting a new and very strong and 
representative Natal Coastal Branch Council was elected, 
and that the Branch now contains ‘‘ nearly 100 per cent. of 
the possibles.’’

Borper Counties Brancn : Dumrrigs AND GaLLoway Drviston. 

A meetinG of the Dumfries and Galloway Division was held in the 
Royal Infirmary, Dumfries, on February 25th. A good attendance 
was presided over by Dr. P. M. Kerr. After the routine business 
Dr. LivinGston initiated a discussion on the ‘interim report on 
causation of puerperal morbidity and mortality; this gave rise to a 
lively debate in which many of the members took part. The 
SECRETARY read over the questions in the questionary and filled in 
the answers in accordance with the opinions expressed by the 
majority of those present. 

Dr. Ritcnie read a paper on the diminution of typhoid fever in 
Dumfriesshire during the last thirty years. Covering the ground 
in an interesting manner and illustrating his points with graphic 
charts, Dr. Ritchie held his audience, and showed that, though 
sanitation had played its part, there were other factors working. 
for the diminution which had undoubtedly taken place during the 
period. He emphasized the importance of good water supplies, but 
pointed out that it was possible to have epidemics from water 
supplies if such became infected with the typhoid bacillus. An 
interesting point was the local practitioner who, at the end of the 
eighteenth century, took part in the separation of typhoid from the 
diseases with which it was then confounded. 

Dr. Kerr voiced the feelings of all present in moving a hearty 
vote of thanks to Dr. Riichie for his paper. 


GiasGow AND West or Brancy : LANARKSHIRE Division. 
A successFUL meeting of the Lanarkshire Division was held at the 
County Hospital, Motherwell, on Murch 10th, when an instructive 
address on the Schick reaction in diphtheria and the Dick test in 
searlet fever was delivered by Dr. Jonn Rem, the physician 
superintendent. 

r. Reid pointed out that, although there had been a gradual 
drop in the deaths notified from diphtheria since antitoxin was 


introduced in 1895, still hundreds of children died from dipht heria | 


every year; 442 deaths from diphtheria were registered in Scotland 
in 1924. In the County Hospital, Motherwell, the average death 
rate from diphtheria for the last twenty-eight years was 10.7 per 
cent.—and that in a disease the cause of which was known io the 
profession, and for which it not only had a cure, but a tesi for 
those susceptible to ii and a means of immunizing against it. In 
view of these facts, deaths from diphtheria were attributed to laxity, 
ignorance, and neglect. The duties of the public health authorities, 
doctors, and parents were summarized shortly. Suggestions were 
made—(1) that full use of our knowledge in testing and immunizing 
the child population on a large scale should be made; (2) that 
practitioners should keep in mind the possibilities of diphtheria 
in every sick child and act, without waiting for a bacteriological 
report, by injecting antitoxin or sending the patient to an isolation 
hospital; (3) and that parents should be educated in the serious 
nature of the disease. The reactions were described and demon- 
strated, and their values indicated in relation to diagnosis and 
prophylaxis. Some charts were shown indicating the value of 
scarlet. fever antitoxin in the treatment of that disease, and its 
possibilities in reducing complications, in shortening the period of 
residence, and in eliminating the number of return cases. 

On the motion of the CHatrmMan a hearty vote of thanks was 
accorded to Dr. Reid for his excellent and instructive demonsira- 
tion, also to the County Medical Officer and the Hospital Committee 
for their hospitality. Dr. Rerp briefly replied. 


Kent Branch: Marpstone Division. 
A meeTING of the Maidstone Division was held at the Kent County 
Ophthalmic Hospital, Maidstone, on February 25th, when the 
chairman of the Division, Dr. Gres, presided. 

The report of the Executive Committee of the Maidstone Division 
and the resolution thereon regarding the question of minimum 
peer sn salaries for public health medical officers were adopted 
unanimously. A_ resolution was also adopted urging the Kent 
Branch to take similar action under Branch Ethical Rule 3 (a). 

The interim report on the causation of puerperal morbidity and 
mortality was freely discussed and the action of the Executive 
Commitiee on February 9th, expressed in the following resolution, 
was confirmed : : 

The Executive Committee of the Maidstone Division, having carefully 
considered the interim agp on the causation of puerperal morbidity 
and mortality, are of the opinion that it is not practicable for such 
an important matter to be adequately discussed at a general Divisional 
meeting, nor for the questionary issued by headquarters to be thus 
satisfactorily answered. Further, the Executive Committee suggests 
that the questionary be posted by headquarters to each individual

Secretary of the Association. . 

Dr. J. Srantey Wuirte gave an interesting lecture on some recent 
aspects of gland therapy, illustrating his remarks with numerous 
lantern slides; this was followed by a most interesting discussion. 

Tea was provided by the kindness of the matron of the hospital. 

Votes of thanks were accorded to Dr. White for giving his lecture, 
to the chairman and committee of the hospital for the use of the 
premises, and to the matron for providing tea. 


LancaSHIRE AND CHESHIRE Brancn: Hype Division. 

Ar the meeting of the Hyde Division held on March 18th in the 
Hyde Town Hall Dr. L. J. Picton, O.B.E., M.A. (Holmes Chapel), 
delivered an address on the Royal Commission on National Health 
lusurance. 

The address described the constitution and purpose of the Com- 
mission, the method of taking evidence, and the types of ques- 
tions asked. The witnesses were next described, with a variety of 


— 


detail and humour which captivated the audience. The ministerial 
evidence giving the cost of administration of national health insur- 
ance was gone into. The figures for the various departments were 
given and the amount spent on the social services of this country 
was compared with the amounts spent by other countries. Dr. 
Picton contrasted the one and a half days spent on the evidence 
of the British Medical Association representatives (that is, the 
representatives of the vast majority of the medical profession) as 
against one half-day taken in examining an individual doctor (Dr. 
Roberts) on views representing his own opinion alone. The con- 
clusions and recommendations of the Commission were next 
examined, showing the effect of various recommendations as 
neutralizing others and the effect of the Economy Bill on the whole. 
Dr. Picton pointed out that not one of the British Medical Associa- 
tion recommendations had been given effect to, with the single 
exception of stabilization of payments to doctors. 

The address, which lasted nearly two hours, was delivered with 
a charm of manner and a vein of humour which held the attention 
of the audience throughout, and showed an intimacy with the 
National Health Insurance Acts and with all the proceedings of 
the Royal Commission which could only have come from a —z 
and prolonged study of the whole subject. The thauks of the 
Division were unanimously accorded to Dr. Picton for his charming 
address. 


Merropouitan Counties Branch: LewrsHam Division. 

A meetinc of the Lewisham Division was held on February 15th 
at Catford, with Dr. R. Gonpwin Cuase in the chair. Mr. Artruur 
Gray delivered an address on sterility, which he said might be 
absolute or relative. From a series of 536 marriages there came 
within ten months 156 children; in eleven to fifteen months, 
199 children; in sixteen to twenty-four months, 115 children; in 
two to three years, 60 children; and in a period longer than 
three years, 25 children. The woman’s age was an important 
factor. In a hundred marriages, when the woman was between 18 
and 20, 40 children were produced, whereas {ge corresponding 
figures for other ages were as follows: at years, 32;* at 

years, 24: at 35 years, 17; at 40 years, 10. The maximum 
fertility resulied when a woman aged 18 to 20 married a man 
of 25; the second highest rate occurred when a woman aged 29 
married a man of 29: and ihe third highest when a woman 
aged 30 married a2 man younger than hefself. The average 
interval between pregnancies was twenty months. The lecturer 
then discussed various pathological and physiological causes of 
sterility, and added that surgical dilatation and inflation of the 
Fallopian tubes was a valiable method of treatment. Drs. R. G. 
Cuass, C. J. B. Bucrax, Major C. THomsoy, Drs. Beatriz, Waite, 
and Janet M. C. Gray joined in the discussion; and the quesiionary 
on puerperal morbidity was answered by the members. 


Nortu oF Enxcraxp Hartiepoots Division. 

A MEETING of the Hartlepools Division was held on February 25th, 
when Dr. J. E. ExGuish was in the chair The medical officer of 
health for West Hartlepool, Dr. Gornon Lizico, read a paper on 
small-pox. After discussing the various forms of the disease, Dr. 
Lilico went on to point out the difference between the mild type 
of small-pox now prevalent and chicken-pox, giving some methods 
by which the diagnosis of the mild type was facilitated. Members 
were greatly interested in a chart which had been drawn up, 
showing the origin and spread of an outbreak which had occurred 
recently in the district. 


Surrotk Brancu. 

Tue spring meeting of the Suffolk Branch was held at the Crown 
and Anchor Hotel, Ipswich, on March 10th. There were present 
over forty members. An excellent paper on the use and abuse 
of drugs was read by Dr. Pxizie Hamitt, lecturer on pharmaco- 
logy and therapeutics at St. Bartholomew’s Hospital.

THE Council of the British Medical Association is prepared to

THE GENERAL MEDICAL COUNCIL. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEF. 


A MEETING of the Executive Committee of the General Medical 
Council was held on February 22nd, with Sir Donatp 
MacA ister, Bt., presiding. 


Trish Free State Medical Act. 

It was reported to the Committee that a bill providing for 
the continuance of the Medical Act, 1925, had passed both 
houses of the Oireachtas, and received the Royal Assent on 
February 19th. This new Act provides for the continuance of 
the present system of medical registration in the Irish Free 
State for six months after the termination of the period 
covered by the 1925 Act, and for power to continue the system 
for yet further periods. It is entitled, ‘‘ An Act to continue 
the Medical Act 1925 in force for a limited period with pro- 
vision for limited extensions of such ‘period,’ and its four 
sections are as follows : 


1. The Principal Act.—In this Act the expression “ the Principal 
Act ’’ means the Medical Act, 1925 (No. 2 of 1925). : 

2. Continuance of Principal Act.—The Principal Act shall, 
notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained therein, 
continue in force until August 21st, 1926, and shall then expire 
unless further continued by an order of the Executive Council 
made under this Act. 

3. Further Continuance of Principal Act by Exrceutire Council.— 
(1) Subject to the provisions of this Section the Executive Council, 
if they so think fit, may by an order made before the 2tst day of 
August, 1926, continue the Principal Act in force for one month 
from the said 21st day of August, and may thereafter from time to 
time, by order made before the expiration of the Principal Act under 
the last previous order made under this section, continue the 
Principal Act in force for one month from the date on which 
the Principal Act would have expired under such last previous 
order. (2) If an order is made by the Executive Council under 
this section, the Principal Act shalt: continue in force until the 
end of the month for which it is continued by such order, or, 
if more than one such order is made, the last of such orders, and 
shall then expire. (3) The Principal Act shall not be continued 
in force after the 21st day of February, 1927, by orders made 
under this section, and accordingly not more than six orders may 

made by the Executive Council under this section. . 

4. Short Title and Citation—(1) This Act may be cited as the 
Medical Act, 1926. The- Principal Act and this Act may be 
cited together as the Medical Acts, 1925 and 1926. 


A dispatch from the Governor-General, dated February 4th, 
stated that the question of a permanent arrangement in the 


matter of medical registration is at present engaging the 


attention of Ministers, and that it is hoped shortly to ask for 
a conference with the British Government on this subject. 


Reciprocity in Certain Canadian Provinces. 

The position in Saskatchewan, which in effect is that British 
practitioners registered in the United Kingdom are denied the 
privileges granted in this country to licentiates from the 
province, was the subject of further communications. A dis- 
patch was addressed in December last by ihe Dominions Office 
to the Governor-General of Canada pointing out that the 
recent Saskatchewan Act, as amended, read: ‘‘ Any person 
who is duly registered by the General Medical Council of 
Great Britain after examination by the said Council. ..,” 
and that it had been explained that the purpose of this amend- 
ment was to include all bona-fide British graduates but to 
exclude those registered in other provinces of Canada who 


obtained British registration and then applied for registration: 


in Saskatchewan. It was pointed out in the dispatch that the 


Council held no examinations, and that consequently at the: 


present time, while persons qualified and _ registered in 


Saskatchewan were entitled to register in this country, and © 


thereupon to obtain registration in other Canadian provinces, 
no person entered on the Register of this country could be 
registered in Saskatchewan. 
from the Governor-General was received at the Dominions 
Office stating that the Lieutenant-Governor of Saskatchewan 
had reported that a proposed conference between the Govern- 
ment of Saskatchewan and the Council of the College of 


Physicians and Surgeons of that province had been held, and. 


that provincial legislation rclating to the matter would not 
be changed. In view of this telegram the Committee resolved 
to ask the Privy Council to take steps to give effect to the 
resolution on the subject of Saskatchewan which was passed 
by the Committee at its meeting on May 27th, 1925—namely, 
that as reciprocity had ceased between Saskatchewan and _ this 
country, His Majesty in Council be moved to rescind the Order 
in Council of 1915 applying Part II of the Medical Act, 1886, 
to that province. This resolution had been held in abeyance 
in view of the possibility that Saskatchewan might enter into 
a proposed Dominion conference. 

With regard to New Brunswick, where also the situation 
appears incompatible with a continuance of reciprocity, the 
Governor-General intimated that as soon as a reply was 
received from the Lieutenant-Governor of New Brunswick it 
would be communicated. 

A letter was read from the Provincial Medical Board of 
Nova Scotia pointing out that a number of its registrants were 
registered with the Council in order that, should they so 
desire, they might at some time obtain entry to another 
Canadian province. In the opinion of the Board it was desir- 
able to protect the interests of these men, and accordingly the 
Board asked the Council to use its good offices to persuade any 
provincial council which might discontinue reciprocity with the 
United Kingdom to accept registrants who were registered 
prior to the date upon which the reciprocal agreement was 
abrogated. It was agreed that a reply should be sent, statin 
that, so far as the Council was concerned, should the reciproca 
relations with any province be abrogated, the position of 
practitioners whose names were already entered on the British 
Register would be unaffected, but it was impossible to say 
whether or not a province which had repudiated reciprocity 
would continue to admit persons registered while reciprocity 
was in force. ; 

A communication from the Council of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of Quebec was also received, stating 
that at a meeting held in Montreal in September last it was 


resolved that reciprocity with the United Kingdom be main-_ 


tained on the understanding that those desiring to register m 
the province of Quebec by means of the British licence should 
produce proof that they had obtained this British licence after 
having passed the examinations held for that purpose under 
the auspices of the General Medical Council. This had been 
carried as an amendment to a motion that reciprocity with the 
United Kingdom be abrogated. The Committee found itself 
unable to approve the suggested alteration in the terms of the 
provincial law, and stated its opinion that if this amendment 
were made by the Legislature the reciprocity now existing 


between the United Kingdom and the province of Quebec could 


no longer be justly maintained. 


New Medical Act in Queensland. ; 

For the information of the Committee a copy of the new 
Medical Act passed by the Legislative Assembly of Queensland 
in November last was read. The purpose of the Act is te 
repeal the Medical Act of 1867, and to re-enact provisions for 
setting up a Medical Board, and for registering and disciplining 
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ractitioners. The Board is to consist of not fewer than 
Bes members, all appointed by the Governor in Council. The 
new Act provides that in the case of a charge of infamous 
conduct the Board shall, if so required by the person charged, 
sit as an open court, and the accused shall be afforded an 
opportunity of defence, either in person or by counsel. There 
is a right of appeal to the Supreme Court, which appeal shall 
be in the nature of a re-hearing before one judge, and on a 
int of law there is a further appeal from this judge to the 
full court. The Act also provides that no person other than 
a medical practitioner may hold certain appointments or give 
certain certificates. A person who holds himself out as possess- 
ing medical or surgical status or title when he is not legally 
qualified is liable to a penalty not exceeding £50, or to 
imprisonment for any period not exceeding six months. 


Indian Universities. 

The Government of India has intimated that it would regard 
with favour a further visit from Sir Norman Walker in con- 
nexion with the question of the continuance of Indian medical 
degrees, and the Secretary of State (Lord Birkenhead) has 
cordially supported the suggestion. The Committee, therefore, 
authorized Sir Norman Walker to make a further visitation 
of the courses of medical study and examinations at the Indian 
= argaaa and, if practicable, to visit the Ceylon Medical 
College. 

A report was received from Colonel R. A. Needham, inspector 
of medical education in India, on the University of Calcutta, 
the recognition of whose M.B., B.S. degrees ceased in 
November, 1924. Colonel Needham found that a revision of 
the university regulations and certain modifications in the 
examinations in medicine, surgery, and midwifery were neces- 
sary in order to meet the requirements for professional educa- 
tion as specified in the resolutions and recommendations of the 
Council. He added that the non-recognition of the degrees 
prevented medical graduates of the university from sitting 
direct for the higher qualifications in England or for the Indian 
Medical Service. The numbers affected in this way were small, 
as most of the graduates practised in India, and the privilege 
of registration in Baste might not be of great significance 
to them; but for the advantage of the few and in the interest 
of the general standard of medical education the inspector 
hoped that the university would desire to initiate and carry 
out the necessary measures in order to meet the requirements 
of the Council. 


Diploma of Society of Apothecaries of London. 

The Society of Apothecaries has had under consideration the 
desirability of instituting, after special examination, a diploma 
for proficiency in obstetrics, and has asked the General Medical 
Council whether such a diploma could be dealt with under 
Section 21 of the Medical Act, 1886 (the section which provides 
for the right of practitioners to have diplomas in sanitary 
science, public health, or State medicine entered in the 
Register), or otherwise, and if so whether such a qualification 
would be registrable. The Committee resolved to inform the 
Society, through the Privy Council, that Section 21 related 
only to diplomas in sanitary science, and that it was unable to 
suggest any method, short of fresh legislation, which would 
—_ the Society to issue a registrable diploma of the nature 
indicated. 


Apothecaries and Medical Registration in Ceylon. 

The Committee had before it a letter from the British 
Medical Association conveying resolutions passed at a meeting 
of the Ceylon Branch of the Association (SuPpPLEMENT, 
December 12th, 1925, p. 201), describing as a retrograde step 
the action taken by the Legislative Council in determining 
that apothecaries ae joined the medical department prior to 
the proclamation of the Medical Registration Ordinance, 1905, 
should be admitted to the Medical Register. The resolutions 

laid down certain requirements with regard to the enrol- 
ment of apothecaries in a separate Register should the Govern- 
ment decide to permit them to practise. It appeared that the 
Colonial Secretary at Colombo had been asked for a copy of the 
motion of the Legislative Council referred to, and as this had 
not yet been received the Committee deferred consideration of 

matter. 

Abrams Treatment in New Zealand. 

A communication was read from the Medical Council of New 
Zealand stating that the Council had instituted legal pro- 
ceeding in the Supreme Court with a view to obtaining an 
order for the removal of the name of Henry Dundas Mackenzie 

-D. Homoeopathic Medical College, Missouri, 1896) from the 

ew Zealand Register, and that the application was granted. 
The order of the court stated that this practitioner had been 
guilty of infamous conduct in a professional respect inasmuch as, 
or the past four years, he had practised the alleged scientific 
method of diagnosis and treatment known as “ Abrams” in 


such a manner as to show that he could not honestly have 
believed that that method of diagnosis and treatment was a 
reliable and useful one in cases in which he employed it. 
A letter had been sent by the President of the General Medical 
Council—which was now approved by the Committee—stati 
that the practitioner in question, owing to the absence of 
reciprocity with the United States, had never been registered in 
this country. The letter continued : 


*“‘Had Mr. Mackenzie been registered in this country it is 
improbable that the Council would have taken any action. 
Section 23 of the Medical Act, 1858, ae that a licensing 
body shall not impose upon any candidate offering himself for 
examination an obligation to adopt or refrain from adopting the 
practice of any particular theory of medicine or surgery as a 
test or condition of admitting him to examination. @ Council 
would probably consider that, in view of the terms of this 
seetion, it was precluded from considering a charge of infamous 
conduct in a professional res’ in the case of any registeréd 
practitioner who adopted in good faith any theory of medicine.” 


Disciplinary Business. 

The Committee had before it several communications from 
licensing bodies stating that practitioners whose names had 
recently been erased from the Register by the Council had 
been deprived of their qualifications. The Royal College 
of Physicians of Edinburgh notified that it had removed the 
suspension of Frederick William Axham, who had been 
deprived of the rights and privileges of a licentiate in 1912. 
The President reported that by his direction a memorandum 
had been drawn up by the ) or Am on the constitution, 
functions, and procedure of the Council. This memorandum 
was published in last week’s Suprtemenr (p. 96). 


Expenditure of the Council. 

The expenditure of the General Medical Council in 1925 was 
£9,651. The fees paid to members of the Council for attend- 
ance at Council and Committee —— amounted to £2,979, 
and travelling and hotel expenses to a further £997. The law 
expenses of the Council amounted to The amount 
received for registration fees, by the three Branch Councils in 
the case of Great Britain and Ireland, and by the General 
Council in the case of Colonial and foreign qualifications, 
amounted to £14,448. ‘
